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The  Provincial  Museum 
of  Alberta 


The  Provincial  Museum  collects,  preserves,  and  studies 
specimens  and  artifacts  illustrating  Alberta’s  natural  and 
human  history.  These  are  interpreted  in  a variety  of  ways  for 
the  education  and  enjoyment  of  the  people  of  Alberta 
and  visitors  to  our  province. 


Museum  School  Programs 


GUIDED  TOURS  are  offered  in  all  museum  galleries  and 
usually  include  films  and  tactile  presentations  of 
artifacts.  Each  tour  typically  deals  with  only  one  area  of 
the  Museum.  Tour  programs  emphasize  whatever 
specific  points  the  teacher  arranges. 

ACTIVITY  DAYS  include  films  and  demonstrations  in 
the  galleries.  Here,  the  teacher  tours  the  class  to  the 
various  programs.  We  hold  Activity  Days  once  a month 
and  several  days  in  May  and  June. 

KINDERGARTEN  groups  may  participate  in  any  of  our 
three  special  programs,  which  include  films  and  presen- 
tations of  artifacts.  However,  these  programs  are  only 
available  to  teachers  who  attend  our  orientation 
sessions  for  early  childhood  teachers. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  may  be  arranged  upon  request. 
Demonstrations  and  films  may  be  scheduled. 

OPEN  HOUSE  is  a yearly  event  in  which  the  working 
areas  of  the  Museum  are  open  to  the  public.  These  areas 
are  normally  not  available  for  tours.  Schools  may  book 
for  self-guided  tours  (in  the  work  areas)  during  Open 
House.  Dates  will  be  available  by  November. 


SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  are  offered  in: 

HOME  ECONOMICS  deal  with  textiles  — Spinning, 
Rug-making,  Quilting,  History  of  Fashion,  and  Indian 
clothing  and  Beadwork.  Students  actively  participate 
in  learning  these  crafts. 

GEOLOGY  is  a program  developed  from  the  Grade  VIII 
Earth  Science  curriculum.  It  includes  a workshop  in 
identification  of  rocks  and  minerals. 

Self-guided  Groups  may  book  a gallery  or  galleries  for 
study  purposes.  Students  must  be  supervised  during  this 
time. 

Teacher  Workshops 

are  scheduled  at  various  times  and  available  upon 
request.  These  give  you  a detailed  look  at  Museum 
resources  and  programs.

Call  452-2150  and  ask  for  “TOUR  BOOKING”  between  8:30  a.m.  and 
1:00  p.m.  weekdays.  Discuss  with  the  Tour-Booking  Guide  what  your 
class  is  studying  and  which  Museum  program  would  be  most  suitable. 
Mention  numbers  of  special  students  such  as  the  handicapped,  those 
with  learning  disabilities,  etc.  Make  specific  requests  and  we’ll  tailor 
our  programs  to  your  needs  as  closely  as  possible.  If  you  can,  book  a 
tour  in  the  winter  months  when  galleries  tend  to  be  less  crowded.  In 
spring  top  priority  is  given  to  school  groups  from  distant  regions  of 
Alberta. 


ADMISSION  AND  ALL  PROGRAMS  ARE  FREE 


We  ask  that  teachers  accompany  their  students  during  programs  and 
maintain  basic  discipline. 

NOTE:  We  ask  that  ALL  school  groups  wishing  to  visit  the  Museum 
contact  “Tour  Booking”  ahead  of  time.  This  ensures  the  best  use  of 
the  Museum  in  view  of  the  fact  that  scheduled  groups  have  priority  in 
the  galleries. 


MUSEUM  INFORMATION  — 452-2150 

BOOKSHOP  carries  a wide  variety  of  publications  on 
Western  Canada’s  natural  and  human  history  and  a 
comprehensive  collection  of  Alberta’s  local  histories. 
Museum  publications,  including  books,  popular  leaflets, 
art  prints,  postcards,  and  slides  are  also  available. 
Catalogues  may  be  obtained  upon  request  and  orders 
placed  by  mail.  It  is  open  daily,  the  same  hours  as  the 
Museum. 

CURATORIAL  STAFF  cover  two  areas.  Natural  History 
curators  specialize  in  botany,  geology,  mammalogy, 
ornithology  and  paleontology.  Human  History  curators 
specialize  in  archaeology,  ethnology,  fine  and  decorative 
arts,  folk-life  and  history.  Enquiries  for  specific  informa- 
tion in  these  fields  are  answered  by  curators.  Offers  of 
information,  artifacts,  and  specimens  are  always 
welcome. 

CAFETERIA  provides  a limited  range  of  hot  and  cold 
meals  for  the  public.  It  is  open  the  same  hours  as  the 
Museum.  School  groups  wishing  to  use  Cafeteria 
facilities  must  book  with  them  in  advance,  by  calling  452- 
6555.  In  good  weather,  school  groups  are  encouraged  to 
bring  bag  lunches  to  eat  outdoors  on  the  Museum 
grounds. 

FEATURE  GALLERIES  contain  temporary  exhibitions 
brought  from  museums  around  the  world.  Guided  school 
tours  are  generally  not  available  for  these  exhibitions. 


PUBLIC  PROGRAMS  include  feature  films, 
demonstrations  of  ethnic  and  historic  crafts,  children’s 
programs,  special  events,  and  Cultural  Heritage  Perfor- 
mances every  Sunday  by  members  of  Alberta  ethnic 
groups. 


ALBERTA  CULTURE  operates: 

the  Provincial  Museum  as  one  of  the  four  Branches 
of  it’s  Historical  Resources  Division.  The  others  are: 

THE  PROVINCIAL  ARCHIVES  OF  ALBERTA  — 
collects  and  preserves  documents,  manuscripts, 
photographs,  tape  recordings  and  maps  relating  to 
Alberta’s  past.  A vast  amount  of  research  material  is 
available  through  the  Archives’  Reference  Room,  open 
weekdays  9:00  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 

THE  HISTORIC  SITES  SERVICE  — designates  import- 
ant buildings  and  sites  throughout  Alberta,  protecting 
them  and  sometimes  restoring  them  for  future 
generations. 

THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  SURVEY  OF  ALBERTA  - 
records,  investigates  and  preserves  buried  sites  of 
human  activity  within  Alberta,  and  ensures  that  only 
qualified  researchers  excavate  archaeological  sites. 
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
